the government crop report. What a 
shame, now that Indiana and a good 
many other States have gone “dry .” 
Not even near-beer is getting a show, 
since courts are deciding against its 
sale because it is a “malt” liquor. 
What in the world will they with that 
bumper barley crop? 


The government crop report for 
July mak es very pleasant reading for 
the country . 
Reduced into 
plain 
terms, it indicates a y ield of 3,161,- 
000,000 bushels of corn, 663,000,000 
bushels of wheat, 963,000,000 bush­ 
els of oats, 32,000,000 bushels of 
ry e, and 184,000,000 bushels of bar­ 
ley . 
Ex cept in the single item of 
wheat, this is a lead over 1908, and 
the falling off in wheat is only one 
million bushels. 
Save in 1902 and 
1906, 
the 
oats 
crop promises to 
break ' all records. 
Barley is far 
ahead of the biggest crop of the 
past. 
It is in corn, however, that the 
largest gain is made. 
The crop of 
1906. which was 2,927,000,000 bush­ 
els, holds the record in corn along to 
the present date, but if ex isting indi­ 
cations are maintained the y ield for 
1909 will be 234,000,000 bushels in 
ex cess of that of that y ear. 
As the 
value of the corn is double that of 
wheat, the gain which is promised 
for 1909 is im portant. Owing to the 
comparatively low price of corn in 
1906, the big crop of that y ear did 
not place as much money in the fa r­ 
mers’ pock ets as did the smaller one 


of 1907 and 1908. 
That of 
1908 
y ielded the farmers $1,616,000,000. 
Undoubtedly the heavy crop of the 
present season, if thes present pros­ 
pects 
are 
continued, 
will 
reduce 
prices somewhat, but the growers 
will be compensated by the increas­ 
ed output. 
Two months more must 
pass, however, before the crop can 
be estimated with any confidence. 
Although the United States is by 
far 
the 
greatest 
manufacturing 
country in the word, agriculture con­ 
tinues to be an important interest 
here. 
In farm products the country 
has almost as long a lead over ri­ 
vals as it has in manufactures. For 
1908 the aggregate value of all the 
country ’s farm crops was $7,778,- 
000,000, which was a gain of $290,- 
000,000 over 1907, $1,023,000,000 
over 1906, and $1,469,000,000 over 
over 1905. 
The present prospect is 
that the total for 1909 will far above 
the $8,000,000,000 mark . 
Moreover, 
the people are lik ely to have cheaper 
i food than was ex pected, which is a 
] boon of 
la rge 
importance to the 
| country . 
With the tariff soon to be 
j placed upon teh statute book , and 
I with 
crops assured which 
will be 
! much above any harvested in the 
| past, the outlook for an early return

Teheran, Persia, J uly 19 .—The for­ 
mer crown prince, Solton Ahmed Mir- 
za, now the shah, accompanied by his 
tutor and a British and Russian escort, 
drove Sunday morning from the Rus­ 
sian summer legation to the Sultana- 
bad palace. 
As the shah enered the 
palace the escort left him at the gate 
and returned to the legation, thus sig­ 
nify ing that his majesty was no longer 
under Anglo-Russian protection. 
A brief ceremony was held at the 
palace at which the regent and the 
foremost of the Nationalist forces ac­ 
claimed the new shah. The boy shah 
appeared nerv ous but dignified. 
It is 
believ ed that he will be sent abroad 
to study under the superv ision of a 
new tutor. 
Perfect order prev ails here. 
Mo- 
hamed All, the dethroned shah, who 
is now in the Russian summer lega­ 
tion, has declined tp receiv e a deputa­ 
tion to inform him of his deposition, 
stating that hav ing taken refuge in the 
Russian legation he has. ipso facto, 
abdicated: therefore he does not wish 
to receiv e a deputation which comes 
for the purpose of informing him of 
the fact. 
Mohamed All probably will depart 
shortly for Russia. It is believ ed that 
the queen is desirous of accompany ing 
the former shah, taking with her the 
crown prince who is newly proclaimed.

ELECTRIC SUBWAY FOR MAIL. 


T ra in s In V ie nna W ill T ra v e l 
About 
T w e n ty M ile s a n H our. 
Plans are now under consideration 
for an underground electric railway 
in Vienna, Austria, for the transmis­ 
sion of postal matter. 
It is proposed 
to link together the chief postofflce 
and six ty -four substations and the 
nine railway stations in the city . Let­ 
ters, newspapers and parcels will be 
carried ov er this line instead of in 
wagons through the streets. It is esti­ 
mated that the line will take the 
place of 450 mail wagons and 700 
horses, which now make some 2,500 
J ourney s through the city ev ery 
day . 
The railway will be built in a sub­ 
way five feet high and a little less In 
width. 
Each car will carry eighty 
packages, whigh is equal to the ca­ 
pacity of a one horse mail wagon. 
Trains of eight cars will be run every 
twenty minutes from half past 5 in 
the morning until 10 o’clock at night. 
They will carry motormen, but will be 
operated from dispatch stations and 
will travel about twenty miles an 
hour.

of the Measure No Man Seems to Be 


Able to Say, but the General Im­ 


pression Is That Both Houses Will 


Adopt ttae Conference Report and 


That the President Will Sign the 


Completed Bill—The Five Critical 


Schedules. 


W ashington, July 19.—The tariff con­ 
ference com m ittee is now re a r the end 
bf its task and its report is expected 
to be com pleted in the last part of this 
week. 
How long it will take the sen ­ 
ate and the house to pass finally upon 
the work of the conference com m ittee 
and w hat will be the ultim ate fate of 
the m easure as a whole is the subject 
of varying conjecture, but the genera! 
im pression in quarters usually well in­ 
formed is th a t the report of the com­ 
m ittee will be adopted by both houses 
and will reach the hands of the presi­ 
dent early next week. 
Most people here expect th a t Presi­ 
dent T aft will sign the bill. 
He him ­ 
self caused a flurry throughout con­ 
gress last Friday night by the issue of ! 
w hat am ounted to an inform al m essage 
to congress in which he reiterated his 
conviction th a t the national platform 
of the Republican party m eant, and 
the sentim ent of the people as a whole 
dem anded, a bona fide dow nw ard re­ 
vision of the tariff. 
A fter all is said, 
this statem ent really surprised nobody! 
es the president had said substantially 
the sam e thing in his recent speech at 
New Haven, but it served to crystal­ 
lize a som ew hat fluctuating sentim ent 
in the com m ittee of conference, and it 
m ay have expedited the com m ittee’s 
action. 
In all probability the five subjects 
which have received President T aft’s 
personal atten tio n —iron ore, coal, oil. 
hides and lum ber—will be taken up by 
the conferees during the la tte r part of 
the present week. 
T here are a num ­ 
ber of paragraphs in the bill which 
cannot be disposed of .until rates are 
determ ined for the subjects nam ed. 
Proceeding 
upon 
the 
assum ption 
th a t iron ore and oil will be placed 
upon the free list, and th a t existing 
duties on coal, hides and lum ber wiJJ 
be m aterially reduced, the conferees 
are preparing am endm ents to be o f­ 
fered on articles related to the fore­ 
going raw m aterials. 
In consequence 
all of these subjects m ay be disposed 
of im m ediately afte r duties have been 
determ ined for the m ore im portant 
subjects. 
O utside of the questions which are 
receiving the personal attention of 
P resident Taft, the g reatest difficulty 
anticipated relates to the wood pulp 
and print paper schedule. On account 
of the statem en t of R epresentative 
Maim (IU.), who was chairm an of the 
special com m ittee which investigated 
this whole subject and reported re­ 
duced rates to the house, th at he 
would vote against the conference re­ 
port unless the views of his special 
com m ittee w ere recognized, the con­ 
ferees having delayed disposition of 
this schedule. 
The house rate on print paper was 
fixed at $2 a ton. 
The senate rate is 
$4 a ton, as against the existing rate 
of $6 a ton. 
The general im pression 
is th at the senate conference will offer 
to com prom ise w ith 
the house by 
agreeing to accept a rate of $3. 
Sena­ 
tor H ale is opposing any reduction of 
the senate rate; therefore the subject 
is likely to be one of the last settled.

Rome, July 19.—The pretender to the 
Spanish throne, Don Carlos of Bour­ 
bon, died Sunday at V arese, in Lom­ 
bardy. He had been ill for a long tim e 
and the latest reports indicated th a t he 
was suffering from apoplexy w ith the 
accom panying paralysis. 
Don Carlos, Duke of M adrid, who 
claim ed under the special law of suc­ 
cession established by Philip V., to be 
the legitim ate king of Spain by the 
title of C harles VII. was born at Lay- 
bach, A ustria, Mar&h 30, 1848.

father, Don Juan, was the brother of 
Don Carlos, C harles VIL, known as 
the Count De M ontmolen, in support of 
whose claim s the C arlist risings of 
1848, 1855 and 1860 w ere organized. 
As C harles VI. died in 1861 w ithout 
children, his rights devolved upon his 
brother. Don .Tuan, who had m arried 
the A rchduchess M aria T eresa of Aus­ 
tria. 
T heir son. Don Carlos, m arried 
on Feb. 4, 1867, M argaret De Bourbon. 
In October, 1868, Don Juan abdicated 
in favor of his son, whose standard 
was raised in the north of Spain in 
1872 by som e of his partisans. 
Don 
Carlos him self, after addressing a proc­ 
lam ation to the inhabitants of C ata­ 
lonia, 
Aragon and V alentia, calling 
upon them to take up arm s in his 
cause, m ade his entry into Spain July 
15, 1873, announcing th at he cam e for 
the purpose of saving th e country. 
Then followed the “ four years’ w ar,” 
which ended in January, 1876, when 
Tolosa, the last stronghold of the C arl­ 
ist^, fell and its defenders sought ref­ 
uge on French territory. In th e m ean­ 
tim e the republic cam e to an end and 
the eldest son of ex-Queen Isabella re­ 
turned to Spain as Alfonso XII. 
Al­ 
fonso XII. died in 1885 and the fight 
for the succession now raged betw een 
M arie C hristina of A ustria, the widow 
of the late king, and Don Carlos. 
The 
posthum ous b irth of the present king 
in 1886, how ever, kindled in the nation 
a feeling of loyalty which has contin­ 
ued to exist up to the presen t tim e. 
W ithin recent years there has been 
a recurrence of the C arlist agitation 
in Catalonia and other d istricts which 
was attributed to the influence of Don 
Jaim e, the only son of Don Carlos, but 
these m ovem ents have proved to be of 
little im portance. 


Carlins Will Not Give Up. 
Paris, July 19.—Den Jaim e, in an 
interview here, gave the im pression 
th a t he would follow the policies of his 
father, Don Carlos. 
He said he would

M anila, July 19.—W hen Jikiri, th e 
Moro bandit chief, who w*as killed with 
all his followers in a desperate battle 
w ith troops and constabulary near Pa- 
tian, on Jolo Island, July 5, began his 
career as an outlaw be sw ore he would 
kill a hundred men before he died. 
The record of the m urders he com m it­ 
ted is not com plete, but it is stated in 
a dispatch received from Zam boanga 
th a t the bandit very nearly fulfilled his 
oath, having slain alm ost a hundred. 
From the latest reports of the fight 
all but one of the several women in the 
cave w here the outlaw s m ade their 
last stand w ere wives of Jikiri. 
But 
one of the women escaped. 
She was 
the wife of one of Jik iri’s followers 
and accepted the safe conduct offered 
by the A m ericans before the attack. 
L ieutenant Joseph A . B aer of the 
Sixth cavalry, It is agred by all who 
saw the fight, was the hero of the af­ 
fair. 
His tim ely rescue of L ieutenant 
A rthur H. W ilson, who was struggling 
w ith Jikiri when B aer shot and killed 
the bandit, and his certain aim which 
brought down three other outlaw s, is 
the talk of arm y circles.
